City street fund 
raising debated

Members of a few local service 
clubs expressed concern to the 
Grayling City Council on Monday, 
May 10, regarding their fundraising 
efforts that usually take place in the 
city streets during the summer. 

In December of last year the clubs 
received a letter from City of 
Grayling Police Chief Pete Stephan 
stating that such fundraising activity 
would no longer be approved by the 
city. On Monday, club members 
responded with a brief presentation 
to the City Council. 

Grayling resident Brian 
McMahon spoke on behalf of the 
various clubs. stating that over the 
past 20 years organizations like 
Kiwanis, Lions Club, and Knights 
of Columbus have raised money car 
to car in the streets without any 
accidents. 

“The utmost in safety is taken,” 
he said. “They get safety barrels 
from the road commission and they 
always wear vests. They only take 
money when the light is red.” 

“A lot of worthwhile charities 
will suffer because of this.” he 
added. 

McMahon reported that the 
Tootsie Roll sale conducted by the 
Knights of Columbus last year took 
in over $1,000 less than in previous 
years, when it was conducted on the 
streets of Grayling. 

“A lot of the money comes from 
out-of-town people,” said Fay 
Bovee of the in-the-streets fundrais- 
ing efforts. “That's the difference, 


Sheriff offers 
free boat 
inspections

The Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Department will be conducting 
complementary boat inspections 
by Marine Division personnel on 
Friday, May 28.

it’s not just coming from the local 
people.” 

Councilman Robert Ruddy 
agreed. “If it wasn’t for these clubs 
in Grayling we wouldn't have zip,” 
said Ruddy. “We need a solution, 
but the council can’t give people 
permission to break the law.” 

Chief Stephan (though not at the 
meeting) said the main issue was 
safety. “The obvious concern is 
public safety,” he said. “From the 
standpoint of law enforcement, any 
time you have people out in traffic 
it’s a volatile situation.” 

Last year, Stephan said, there was 
a problem with one of the fundrais- 
ers when on a windy day the barri- 
cades were blowing over into the 
path of traffic and being hit by vehi- 
cles. 

Stephan said that though the city 
would be immune from liability if 
something happened. the clubs 
would not, and would likely face a 
lawsuit in case of an accident. 

Council members acknowledged 
the benefits to the community due to 
club fundraising, but were unsure of 
what direction to take on the matter. 

“It’s a definite hazard in soliciting 
money that way,” said Mayor Ralph 
Stevens. 

“I'd like to see a solution,” said 
Councilman Ruddy. “I know where 
the money goes, and I know it helps 
the community.” 

Mayor Stevens moved to table the 
matter and consult with City 
Attorney David Sabin before pro- 
ceeding. The motion passed unani- 
mously.

Housing Commission advises 
County of ‘cost of living’ increase

In a letter addressed to Chief 
Deputy Clerk/MIS Administrator, 
and bookkeeper, Mike Dunckel, the 
Crawford County Housing 
Commission stated their intentions 
to pay employees a four percent cost 
of living adjustment (COLA), 
retroactive to January. 

Dunckel passed the letter on the 
County Board of Commissioners for 
their review at the Ways and Means 
Committee meeting held May {3. 

At the meeting, County Controller 
Paul Compo advised the Board that 
the increase does not coincide with 
the current COLA index of !.6 per- 
cent. Compo added his concern that 
the increase is not based upon per- 
formance, and it is retroactive, 
which would include an employee 
who is leaving the Housing 


Commission. 

Commissioner Shelley Pinkelman 
asked, “Where does our authority lie 
when it comes to pay increases of 
any kind with the Housing 
Commission?” 

The advised COLA would not 
increase the current Housing 
Commission budget, according to 
Compo. But, the Board agreed that 
the increase would appear to reward 
a County agency that has recently 
had fiscal problems. 

A motion to deny approval of the 
COLA was made by Commissioner 
Terry Beardslee and Board Chair 
Lynnette Corlew gave the motion 
her support. 

Ways and Means Chairperson 
Beth Wieland suggested. and the 
Board approved, to tabled the issue 
until a legal opinion from the prose- 
cutor’s office could be obtained. 


South King Road access under discussion

Opening South King Road to 
Higgins Lake access is under con- 
sideration between Beaver Creck 
Township and the Crawford County 
Road Commission. The site, which 
touches the northern tip of Higgins 
Lake, is blocked by a steel barricade 
before the end of the road. King 
Road is Crawford County's only 
access to Higgins Lake. 

The site was barricaded in June, 
1995 because waterfront home 
owners wanted the road ends closed 
to prevent surface water run-otf 
from coming down the road and 


into the lake. “The flow of contam- 
inants and erosion are the primary 
reasons why the road was closed,” 
said Beaver Creek Township 
Supervisor, Lee Riley. Motor vehi- 
cles can still drive halfway down 
the road to the barricades, where 
residents may park and walk to the 
lake. 

King Road is a county road sur- 
rounded by state land on both sides 
and Higgins Lake to the south. The 
road was once used for lake access 
with canoes or pontoons, which did 
not require modification of the site 
as a boat launching facility. A 
stream, however, runs along the 
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road and made it very muddy under 
the constant flow of vehicle traffic. 
causing some to become stuck in 
the mud. 

“Many people used it (King 
Road),” ss satd. = Beaver = Creek 
Township board member, Kathy 
Mobarak. “People had gone down 
there for years and wanted to con- 
tinue to use the facility.” Beaver 
Creek Township’s unified board had 
specifically requested in writing 
that the site should stay open. 

In an effort to improve the area,

‘County jail revenues 
and inmates down

During the May 13 Law 
Enforcement Committee meeting of 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, Sheriff David 
Lovely announced jail revenue and 
the amount of inmates lodged in the 
County Jail is down and is projected 
to remain that way. 

“Inmate count has been way down 
for a while,” said Lovely. “And, [ 
don’t foresee much of a change in 
the near future.” 

Lovely explained that he has 
advertised to other counties the 
availability of bed space in the jail, 
but has had few takers, even though 
Crawford County charges less on 
average for inmate lodging. 

“I'm not sure if it’s because all the 
hardened criminals are being put 
away for good or what,” Lovely 
said. 

District 2 Commissioner Scott 
Hanson mentioned to the Board that, 
according to the Gaylord Herald 

Times, Otsego County has been let- 
ting inmates out early due to over- 
crowding in their facility. 

“Why are they doing this if we 
have offered them space?” Hanson 
asked the Sheriff. 

“It’s more cost effective,” Lovely 
said. “We made a proposal to 
Otsego County and they opted to use 
Montmorency County facilities, 
even though that agreement charges 
Otsego for beds they may not be

According to Lovely. Otsegc 
County also instituted an electronic 
tether program about four or five 
months ago, making early release a 
more viable option than farming out 
inmates. 

Lovely said since the new jail was 
built, Crawford County's daily cost 
to lodge a prisoner has been estimat- 
ed at $29. 

One advantage to maintaining a 
low inmate population is the officer- 
to-prisoner ration. “We are under- 
manned right now, and that adds to- 
the stress level of our officers,” 
remarked Lovely.

A zoo has been proposed for 
South Branch Township by Cindy 
and Bill Couturier of Fenton. Cindy 
Lou’s Zoo, a potential name, will 
have a children’s petting zoo. botan- 
ical gardens, and a variety of exotic 
animals. 

The zoo coordinators are current- 
ly seeking a special use permit. 
which would allow them to develop 
77 acres for the observation and 
building area. Located eight miles 
east of [-75 on the north side of M- 
18, the front 40 acres will be desig- 
nated for the zoo itself and the 
remaining 37 acres will be a hay 
field and a housing development for 
residents of the zoo. 

South Branch Township has given 


their approval 
for the zoo. 
which was required 
by the Crawford 
County Building at 
Zoning Committee. 
next step is to apply as a oD 
cial use permit from the county. 
The zoo will be privately owned 
by the Couturiers, who have owned 
a cabin in the area for many years 
and plan to retire here someday. 
Special circumstances surround- 
ing a privately owned zoo include 
the amount of animals allowed for 
the area. “The county allows one 
animal for the first three acres and 
each additional animal requires one 
acre, for a total of 75 animals,” said 
Cindy Couturier. 
Once they receive a special per-

the county, the Couturiers plan on 
consulting with a forester to assess 
the property, in order to keep the 
environment as natural as possible. 
Subsequently, a road survey, per- 
formed by the county, will take 
place to determine if zoo traffic will 
harm the flow of traffic on M-18. 


Excavating, fencing, and building 
will follow and animals are planned 
to arrive by the fall’ of 2001. The 
preliminary stages of the zoo should 
be completed and the zoo is planned 
to open to the public by the spring of 
2002, at a total cost of between 
$175,000 to $200,000. 

Cindy Couturier was raised 
around horses and other farm ani- 
mals. It has been a dream of hers for 
years to own a zoo and manage the 
facility with her husband, Bill. 

The goal of the zoo is to teach 
people about animals and their 
dwindling habitats. “The animals 
will have sufficient room and limit- 
ed stress in their zoo environments,” 
said Cindy Couturier. “We want to 
change the idea that a zoo is a bad 
place,” she added.

The 110th Fighter Wing of Battle 
Creek has recently been deployed to 
help with Operation Allied Force in 
Kosovo.

Thunderbolt II which is a common 
sight in the area over the air-to- 
ground range 40 at Camp Grayling. 
They train here on a regular basis. 
honing their skills in preparation for 
just such a Presidential call-up. 

The 100th has participated in sev- 
eral deployments in support of U.S. 
Air Force operations, most recently 
in Operation Southern Watch 
(enforcing the Southern No-Fly 
Zone over {raq.) 


The A-10 was designed as a close 
air support weapon system famous 
for its role in elimination of enemy 
tanks and armored vehicles in sup- 
port of ground forces operations. 
By some considered ugly, it 
acquired the nickname’ of 
“Warthog.” however; it can deliver 
up to 16,000 pounds of mixed ord- 
nance designed for a wide array of 
targets. 

The “Warthog” can fly up to 150 
miles and remain on station (target 
area) for up to an hour. It’s nose gun 
is a Gatling gun that fires 30 mm 
armor-piercing rounds at a high 
rate. The pilot is protected by an 
enclosure (some call a bathtub) of 
titanium for protection against 
ground fire. 

The A-10 has been in action in all 
recent major conflicts including fly-

the Crawford County Road 
Commission closed the road with a 
$5,000 donation from the Higgins 
Lake Foundation. The Road 
Commission paid the remaining 
$7,559.04 necessary to complete the 
job. 

Beaver Creek Township was 
assured that it was a temporary clo- 
sure, and that the site would be 
opened again as soon as the erosion 
problem was resolved. 

Today, barricades are cement- 
ed in the ground so that people can- 
not remove them. Steel mesh was 
used at the base of the site to pre- 
vent erosion and a metal culvert was 
installed to assist in the proper 
drainage of water and run-off con- 
trol. This was considered “Phase 
One” of the project. 

“Phase Two” was supposed to 
complete the renovations all the 
way down to Higgins Lake, so that 
the facility could be used once 
again. It was the intent of the Road 
Commission to remove the barti- 
cade and complete “Phase Two” of 
the project. once additional funding 
was obtained with or without 
Beaver Creck Township's assis- 
tance. 

Beaver Creek residents com- 
plained to Mobarak about the clo- 
sure for the first one and one-half 
years after the barricades were

installed. People of south Beaver 
Creek still want the road open and 
frequently come to Mobarak with 
their requests. 

“We don’t have the availability 
now,” said Mobarak. “I used to 
leave my boat anchored there 
overnight. There is no way to get a 
boat down to the lake and nowhere 
to leave your car.” Boaters have to 
leave their cars in back of the barri- 
cades, where they could be blocked 
in by other cars, or park out on 
North Higgins Lake Drive, where 
cars could be vandalized. 

“The only other public boat 
launches on the fake are in Lyon 
Township to the west, or North and 
South Higgins Lake State Parks, 


which require fees, monthly stick- 
ers, and long waits,” said Mobarak. 
“This was the only way we had to 
use the lake.” 

Although currently a county road, 
Mobarak says she fears that the 
county will consider changing it toa 
township or state road, which may 
divide the arca with financial 
responsibilities going to the entities 
on each side of the road. 

“The township and road commis- 
sion will discuss the alternatives for 
the road and lake access,” said 
Crawford County Road 
Commission Manager, Don 
Babcock. Mobarak believes that 
Beaver Creek will never have King 
Road access again.

The buildings also are historic. 
The white building in the museum 
complex is the oldest building in 
Grayling. It has served as a school, 
a library, a township hall and the 
museum. Ruddy has a very inter- 
esting story about its relocation. 
When you visit the museum, be sure 
to ask him about it. 

The main building, the old 
Michigan Central Railroad Depot, is 
registered as a Historic Site. 

The Detroit & Mackinac caboose 
was put into service in 1921 and 
logged several million miles before 
being retired in 1985. 

This summer marks the 25th year 
of operation for the museum. The 
museum originally opened July 7, 
1974 with curator Elmer Fenton. 
Thirteen years ago, Bob Ruddy took 
over as curator and the museum 
moved to its current location. Plans 
for the 25th anniversary celebration 
are incomplete at this time. 

A big event for the museum this 
year is Heritage Day, August 14, 
where the past is brought to life with 
many demonstrations such as chair 
caning, quilting, leather tooling and 
basket weaving. This is done so 
that Grayling residents can better 
appreciate the past.

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Two 14-year old students at 
Holland Woods Middle School 
were arrested: and two more 12 or 
13 year olds were being held, too 
young to charge with felonies. 

The four are suspected of plan- 
ning to shoot rich kids, athletes 
and other students they didn’t like 
and maybe even blow up their 
school. Officials claimed the boys 
plotted to kill more students and 
outdo the grief and destruction in 
Littleton. 

According to the new stories, 
the four were outsiders at the 
school, didn’t get along with their 
fellow students ... all the same 
symptoms that appeared in 
Colorado. 

According to these reports, the 
students planned to take guns from 
their homes and rob a gun store to 
get more. 

Fellow students tipped off offi- 
cers when they heard the boys talk 
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about their plans of murder and 
mayhem. 

But it didn’t happen ... 
not yet. 

Looking at their pictures, the 
Port Huron suspects don’t appear 
strange or oddball: and yet if this 
proves true, they certainly must 
have far-out visions and plans, 
plus ideas about good and evil. 
right and wrong. which most of us 
find incomprehensible. 

What will happen eventually to 
these boys is not clear. 

Are they as evil as officials 
believe? Is it a genuine plot? 
Were the boys just talking big? 
Were these 12 and 14 year olds 
really planning slaughter at their 
school? Perhaps other students 
were just out to get them in trou- 
ble? 

It’s incredible to comprehend. 
Substitute some 12 and 14 year 
old whom you know, and the

whole idea takes on an eerie air. 
* * * 

SEVERAL COMMON threads 
can be detected between the boys 
in Littleton and those in Port 
Huron, if the story proves accu- 
rate. 

The most startling similarity to 
me is that both groups of boys had 
ready access to guns in their 
homes, and apparently they were 
willing, even anxious to use them 
to destroy other people, according 
to police. 

Without easy access to guns for 
kids, would school violence be as 
frequent and as deadly as it has 
been? 

Misguided or demented young 
outcasts certainly would not be 
able to wreak Littleton-style havoc 
with alternate weapons, such as 
baseball bats or crowbars or even 
home-made bombs ... but without 
guns. 
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Without guns at hand, would the 
person-on-person violence that 
has become such an increasingly 
prevalent part of our daily lives be 
as severe ... or even possible? 

Home-made bombs can be 
effective weapons, but they ar not 
as handy nor as deadly as an arse- 
nal of guns. 

Keeping guns out of the reach of 
young people may not be the 
whole answer to solving school 
violence, but it certainly could be 
an effective step in the right direc- 
tion. 

It shouldn’t be too difficult to 
take that first step. 

Our schools and our children -- 
all of us -- would be much safer.

They 
were also known for their ministry to the 
homeless as well as their sharing of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. 

Carla Crowder also reported that on 
Thursday following the shooting a 
prayer meeting was heid in the mud and 
muck of the park across from 
Columbine. “At first it was just a small 
circle. The Faith Christian School girls 
soccer team from Arvada had come over 
in their maroon sweats to pray at the 
site.” Crowder continued, “The girls 
prayed and the circle grew. Twenty 
kids. then 50. Holding hands, singing 
hymns. Young voices praying aloud 
under a cold, slate gray sky. The circle 
kept getting bigger. crowding out the 
television crews scrambling to go live.” 
(Of course this kind of story seldom 
makes the news.) 

While the world dwells upon what is 
wrong with the kids in our schools 
today, some of us can still rejoice about 
what is right with many of them.

to the Western Pacific and Indian 
Oceans and Arabian Gulf while 
assigned to the destroyer USS 
Oldendorf, home ported in San 


Diego. USS Oldendorf departed as & 


part of the USS Carl Vinson Battle 
Group. 

During the deployment, Barker’s 
ship participated in two high profile 
operations. During Operation 
Southern Watch, Barker’s ship 
enforced NATO sanctions imposed 
against Iraq after the 1991 Guif 
War, which included monitoring the 
no-fly zone over Southern Iraq and 
conducting maritime interception 
operations. 

In Operation Desert Fox, units 
from the battle group hit Iraqi mili- 
tary targets capable of producing 
weapons of mass destruction. 
During the 70-hour assault more 
than 300 Tomahawk missiles and 
691,000 pounds of ordnance were 
used in the aerial campaign. 

Destroyers, like Barker’s ship, 
have traditionally been the work- 
horses of the U.S. Navy, defending 
battle groups against threats from 
land, air, above and below the sea. 
Equipped with Tomahawk cruise 
missiles, Harpoon anti-ship mis- 
siles and Sea Sparrow Missiles, 
USS Oldendorf is capable of hitting 
enemy targets hundreds of miles 
away. 

In addition, Barker’s ship carries 
two helicopters with sonar and tor- 
pedo capabilities, expanding the 
ship’s reach.

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Kids fishing ponds now stocked with panfish 
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Shupac Lake undergoes fish management

Shupac Lake, a designated trout 
lake in Lovells Township and one 
of the best for trout fishing in 
Crawford County, received a fresh 
supply of trout this week through 
fish management efforts by the 
Fisheries Division of Michigan's 
Department of Natural Resources. 

On Monday, May 17, 5,400 
trout were planted in Shupac 
Lake. The planting was intended 
to maintain Shupac’s high-quality 
rainbow trout fishery. 

“Bass and bluegill lakes are 
fairly easy to find, but a good trout 
lake is harder to get. Shupac is our 
best one, and we're trying to keep 
it that way.” said Jerry Casey, 
Fisheries Technician Supervisor. 

On Monday, Tuesday and 


Wednesday prior to the planting, 
technicians from the DNR’s Fish 
Division netted trout, panfish and 
other species of fish from Shupac. 
“We use the labor intensive net- 
ting to avoid drastic measures like 
said Casey. , 


chemicals.” 


Using a series of large mesh and 
small mesh “fyke” nets, fish were 
taken from the waters of Shupac 
Lake. 

Chuck Jeffery, _‘ Fisheries 
Technician, said the fyke nets are 
designed to trap the fish inside and 
keep them alive, unlike gill nets, 
which kill fish. 

The fish that were taken from 
Shupac were pulled up onto the 
crew's boats to be sorted. Some of 
them were weighed and measured, 
and then depending on the fish, 
they were thrown back into the 
lake or taken to the crew’s trucks 
for transportation to other bodies 
of water. 

According to Casey. all trout 
and bass were left in Shupac Lake, 
and green sunfish were taken out 
in order to be used in a special 
hybrid program. “We haven’t 
done it in ten years,” Casey said of 
the program, which involves 
breeding the sunfish with bluegill 
in order to create a sterile. fast- 
growing hybrid to help boost pan- 
fish populations in Crawford
